The exposition of our muin economic 
problems primarily in the terms of the need 
for dollars does not help the average citizen 
to an understanding of the economic issues 
that are being discussed; it actually makes 
real understanding’ more difficult. But it 
also makes possihie-—and this ig doubtless 
an important consideration for politiciansa— 
the coverinp-up of some of ‘the realities 
that would otherwise be obtruding them- 
selves for discussion, 


_ An example is in the fact that we can 
find in the same colunin the following two 
atntements} 


“We should press the Americans to re- 
move their restrictions’ (on imports); 
and 

“We must be prepared to adopt a deli- 
berate policy of discrimination against 
dollar goods.” 

There is no indigation that there is any 
fundamental problem ta be faced that im- 
pels the U.S, to seek to keep out goods from 
Great Britain, while Great Britain must 
seek to force them into the American mar- 
ket while keeping out American poods from 
its own market, 


his is just one exaniple of the way the 
report is blinkered apainst the fact that 
the main problems today are world prob- 
lems ‘thal cannot be solved by elaborate 
schemes worked out on a national techno- 
logical level as is the case in this state- 
ment of poliey. 

The only reference to international atfairs 
in the Sl-page statement is in a short 
sub-section dealing with the “cold war.”

High hand in Africa 

CCORDING to the Observer's 

Nyasaland correspondent, Euro- 
peans there are now expressing dis- 
may at the deterioration in what used 
to be friendly and happy race 
relationships. 


That the Nyasaland people feel they are 
entilled to be consulted ay to the way their 
affairs are to be condueted is now becoming: 
very evident. 


When the group of Nyasaland Chiefs 
were in Britain, the Colonial Secretary, Mr. 
Lyttelton, who knows much more of what 
is due to the white settlers than of what is 
due to the great native population, refused 
to permit them to see the Queen, 

An interview of this kind would have 
carried with it certain constitutional impli- 
cations that Mr, Lyttelton was anxious to 
avoid. There is, however, no such anxiety 
in Nyasaland itself where, as we reported 
last week, the District Commissioner for 
the important district of Blantyre has 
issued official notices proclaiming that “the 
British Government and Her Majesty the 
Queen believe that Federation is vood for 
everyone,” 

Nyasaland people are thus informed not 
only that their view as to the way they 
should ‘be poverned does not count with the 
British ‘Marliament, but that the Queen 
knows what is good for them and ean de- 
cide that they must have it while denying’ 
an opportunity to the people’s representa- 
tives to express their point of view, 

The Chiefs in Nyasaland fulfil two fune- 
tions. 

They are hereditary rulers of their tribes 
and as such represent their people; but they 
also act as “native authorities” to assist 
in implementing the decisions of the white 
Nyasaland Government, 

These Chiefs are now resigning in this 
second capacity, thus washing their hands

Iationships in the Orient which in- the 
world as atl present constituted the bene- 
ficiuries of that shift will exploit in Indo- 
China, India, Japan, ete. 

Kisenhower and Dulles are not really so 
dumb ag not to know that it is silly to 
refuse China admission ta the UN. 

But admission of China in todays con- 
text, also signifies a licking for the US.

Brave voice 
On May 4, 1953, Dr. D. H. Griiber, Dean 
of the Evanvelical Church of Berlin, wrote 
in the Manchester Guardian: 


“We do not seek salvation by the sword, 
and we know that spiritual movements 
can neither be turned aside by atomic 
bombs nor suppressed by the secret police. 


“If many of those men who stood ont 
against Hitler in the Church struggle are 
now recognising the danger and turning 
against it, that is happening, not from pali- 
tical irritation, but because they want to 
continue on the way they began then, even 
though today they are defamed and 
attacked not only by one side but by both, 


“Tt cannot be too often repeated that be- 
cause the Occupying Powers relied upon 
the ‘emigrants’ and not upon the men of the 
resistance movement, the re-education of 
1946 has become the re-militarisation of 
1958. And the ‘emigrants’ are not only 
the people who went to Paris and Prague, 
Moscow and New York, but also those who 
hid behind their roses at their country 
Ley and shut their doors to their fighting 
frineds, 


The “other Germany” 


“That they have remained skillful tac- 
titians and kept their nerves sound is clear 
enough, but, it must also be said with equal 
emphasis that it is not they who can speak 
on behalf of Germany, and certainly not on 
behalf of the ‘other Germany.’ And_ the 
fact is not altered, however loudly their 
voices are raised in the ‘bought’ press. And 
our friends abroad who stood by us in the 
Hitler days must know this, and must make 
it clear to those who come to them with 
offers of peace and social justice from the 
East, of freedom, human dignity and culture 
from the West, or whether both sides are 
pressing the unification of Germany as a 
crying need. 


“We beg both sides to judge according 
to their deeds, 


“If in the West a false show of erono- 
mic prosperity is made with armaments, 
and money is applied to the creation of 
air bases instead of to the building of 
dwellings for the werkers, everybody 
knows where that finetly leads. Uf in the 
East impossible forms of expropriation 
are carried out, so that a religions 
struggle is the result, that harmonises 
ill with the protestations of peace. 


“Why do we write these things ta our 
friends in the world? Because we know 
that there cannot be a-lasting peace in the 
world if Germany ig net at peace.”

The pacifist beginner will, no doubi, bo 
inclined to hesitate naw before he cammits 
himself to the demands of pacifism. He will 
see that it means that he will never be a 
very comfortable member of the community 
in which he lives: that if he is to make any 
approach to consistency, pacifism will mike 
extraordinary demands on his whole life, 
and that even then he may fail to atop war 
because he lives in a gub-Chriatian workl 
in whieh even the Church leaders bolieve 
that his principles and ideals are nat 
“applicable.” 


Hopeful Features 


T think that the position is not, however, 
without a few nanedpal features, The elouds 
of war are indeed dark but there are con- 
siderable areas of biue sky.
